Mass evacuation of tarp dtits cannot be 
undertaken overnight It is an extremely 
complicated pipcess. u^uinnii month- and 
years of planning and technical knowledge of 
the highest order. Training of key people and 
actual practices are d&cntiul. Like any form 
of insurance, this costs money. 

That is why. in many chics in Canada, there 
is now a core of people trained in the tech- 
rtiques or communication^ truitsportalion, 
emergency feeding, registration* rescue, fire- 
fighting* first aid and medical care, morale, 
shelter-building, radiation dctectkin, and re¬ 
habilitation. 

Thai its why many Cities hav- undertaken, at 
giuat effort and expense, practice evacuations 
and other emergency exercises, and will be 
doing more of them.
